roduction up to the end of 1908, Tie out- 

look, therefare, points to higher prices 
for raw cotton, There is, acpording to 
Messrs, Neill's ostimate, u deficiency of 
a million bales to be taken out of tho 
opening supply visible and at mills. _m 
summing nie the position, Messrs Neill 
renurk, ‘ Whathor the spinners of the 
world will be willing scriously to curtail 
thoir mill xtocka will naturally depend 
upon the prospect in the coming Spring 
for dho next Amorican crop. Until the 
trétlo can feel enxy on that seore it is not 
likely that they will bo willing to lenve 
themselves bare, oven if tho ruto of interest 
remains two or threo per cent. per annum 
highor than the normal. This isa small 
matter cuinpared to the large profits they 
‘jprostill curning. Tho ‘Oldham Chroniclo 

yoports tho year's profits of many of the 
inills to Le from 20 to 40 por cent. But it 
je to be hoped that tho financial crisis of 
this jeason will put » wholesome check on 
the floating of new mills for some time te 
come,”
